NEWARK LOSES

Newark's chances for the big can- 


tonment for the Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia recruits for Uncle Sam's new 
army seem to be Tautening in thin 
air, according to a telegraphic dis- 
patch from Washington which says 
the report of the inspection boards 
detailed by Major General Barry o?

War Baker and the council of na- 
tional defense to award the contracts 
for construction to local contractors, 
where a local firm can be found of 
sufficient strength to handle the job. 
There will be one contractor for each 
cantonment. 
He may sublet part of 


the work, but the government will 
deal with him only and he will be 
responsible 
for results. 
It is es- 


timated that the establishment of 
each cantonment will cost the gov- 
ernment about 13,000,000. 
General Barry's recommendation 


is not final. The power of review 
is left in the secretary of war, but 
it is believed he will put his O. K. on 
the recommendations of the depart- 
ment commander.

a sun crew or a commander as hav- 
ing attacked or sunk one of their 
submarines they have subjected the 
prisoners to unusual severity.

Arkansas, commanded

Silvershell. which. _sunk a 
German 


submarine in the Mediterranean.

In- 
deed, you cannot speak to Him, even 
one word aright, till He has 
first 


spoken to you. It is the inwrought 
prayer only that availeth. You need 
the quiet. 
"In the intimate quiet of God's 


presence only, wilt thou hear His 
voice."
